Shang hai, China, Feb. 6 VP)— 
An apparently extravag ant story 
of how 
4,000 
Chinese farm ers 
com m itted su ncide rath er th an 
fall captive to Com m u nists in 
the sou thern interior Province of 
Kiang si constitu ted today’s sen­ 
sation in the Chinese newspa­ 
pers. 
The papers declared the tra g ­ 
edy occu rred in a villag e near 
Ning tu , sou theast Kiang si, in the 
heart of the Chinese soviet dis­ 
trict. The Reds were reported to 
have besieg ed the villag ers for 
m any m onths. W hen it appeared 
the form er wou ld soon g ain en­ 
trance, the farm ers were said to 
have ended their lives. 
The women and children, the 
stories said, had been sent to 
safety before the sieg e started. 
The farm ers’ food stores were re­ 
ported replenished by airplans 
which flew over the villag e, drop­ 
ping food and salt. 
When the Reds came into the 
town they found “ nothing but 
4,000 corpses,” said one account. 
The Communists were said to 
hav e blocked the farmers’ water 
su pply, writing their doom. The 
defeated forces were said to 
hav e taken their liv es because 
they feared they would be sub­ 
jected to torture a t the hands of 
the Reds. 


W ashing ton, Feb. 6 (A1) — The 
case of the Senate of the United 
States versu s David S. Barry, 
serg eant at arm s who wrote th a t 
“there are not m any senators or 
representatives who sell their 
votes for money,” was called to­ 
day before the deliberate ju di­ 
ciary com m ittee headed by Sen­ 
ator Georg e Norris.

Barry be fired and the m atter 
dropped; shou ld libel proceed­

F r om P ag e O ne 
serted opposition on the ground 
the bill would raise the price of 
cotton goods, reduce consumption 
and! thus hurt the cotton farm­ 
ers as well as their own business. 
The bill as passed by the 
house deals with wheat, cotton, 
rice, peanuts, hogs and dairy 
products. It would tax the “ pro­ 
cessor" to pay the farmer ap­ 
prox imately the pre-war price 
on 
his domestically consumed 
output prov ided he cuts produc­ 
tion 20 per cent. 
Secretary Hy de’s crop loan reg­ 
ulations wall include the fix ing 
of a max imum for indiv idual 
borrowings. It was $400 last y ear 
when more than $64,000,000 was 
disbursed to 507 ,632 borrowers, 
an av erage of $126 for each loan. 
The max imum may be smaller 
this y ear because a larger num­ 
ber of applicants are ex pected. 
The secretary also has author­ 
ity to require acreage reductions 
up to 30 per cent. The loans form 
a first lien on the crop which 
the gov ernment aids in financ­ 
ing.
